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Coffee County BOE members approve 
personnel matters during called meeting 


The Coffee County Board of Education 
met Wednesday, May 26, at 12 noon, for 
a called meeting of the board, and several 
personnel matters were approved by the 
board during this meeting. 

Upon the recommendation of 
Superintendent Kevin Killingsworth, the 
board accepted the resignations of four 
teachers. These included: 

* Robert Speed — teacher at New 
Brockton High School. According to 
the superintendent, Speed withdrew his 
acceptance of the teacher position for the 
upcoming school year. 

* Kayla Purvis — teacher at Zion Chapel 
School. Her resignation was effective at 
the end of the 2020-2021 school year. 

* Layne Weaver — teacher at Kinston 
School, effective at the end of the 2020- 
2021 school year. 

* Katie Rachel — teacher at New 
Brockton Elementary, effective at the end 
of the 2020-2021 school year. 

New teacher hires recommended by 
the superintendent and confirmed by the 
board included: 

* Shiloh Lyles — teacher at New Brockton 
High School for the 2021-2022 school 
year 

* Bethany Tracy — district-wide speech 
language pathologist for the 2021-2022 
school year. 

Regarding support personnel, Lyntresa 
Locke was non-renewed to her position 
as bookkeeper at New Brockton High 


School, effective at the end of her current 
contract [June 29, 2021]. 

The board approved the employment of 
three bus drivers for the upcoming school 
year. These new hires are John Carr, Sonya 
Daniels, and Scotty McDurmont. 

Also, the board accepted the resignation 
of bus driver Tammy Rakes, effective May 
26, 2021. 

For his final address on COVID-19 for 
the 2020-2021 school year, Killingsworth 
said the county school system had 217 
total cases for the year. 

“Many thanks to all of our students, par- 
ents/guardians, community leaders, and 
Coffee County EMA for everything that 
was done to help us make it through the 
COVID-19 pandemic,” the superintendent 
said. “A very special thanks goes out to all 
of our employees, especially our school 
nurses. We couldn’t have made it without 
your extraordinary effort and determina- 
tion.” 

Killingsworth said he knew the 2020- 
2021 school year would be difficult. 

“T also knew we had to try to make the 
very best of a difficult situation to benefit 
our students and employees,” he said. “I 
am very proud to say that together we 
made it happen.” 

The Coffee County Board of Education 
will meet Thursday, June 3, for the regular 
monthly meeting. There will be a work 
session at 5 p.m. followed by the board 
meeting at 5:30 p.m,

May rainfall amounts up locally compared to 2020

Rainfall in the Southeast 
portion of Alabama is up for 
the month of May and 2021 
as compared with 2020. 

The rain gauges operated 
by Choctawhatchee, Pea and 
Yellow Rivers Watershed 
Management Authority 
(ChocPea) indicated the Elba 
related May rainfall almost 
doubles that of April and the 
year-on-year comparison up 


some three inches. 

The Pea River gauge at 
U.S. Hwy 84 recorded 5.18 
inches in May 2021 com- 
pared with 2.64 inches in 
2020. The Big Creek mea- 
surements were 5.20 in 2021 
and 2.60 in 2020 while the 
Folsom Bridge measure- 
ments (at Hwy 167) were 
4.57 inches this year com- 
pared with 2.80 inches last 
year. Lowery Mill (at Co 
Rd 215) got the most rain 


in May with 5.33 inches, up 
from 2.52 last year. 

Overall the watershed 
area average year-to-date 
was down one inch from 
last year at 25.45 inches 
compared with 26.45 inch- 
es last year. This was the 
results of lower rainfall this 
year in January, February 
and in some area, in April 
in addition to a computer 
crash causing data loss in 


February.

Commissioner Nancy 
Buckner said, “The older 
adults in our lives cared 
for us and kept us safe 
when we were young and 
vulnerable. Now, it is time 
for us to return the favor by 
protecting them from those 
who wish to cause physi- 
cal, emotional and financial 
harm. We owe it to them to 
speak up if they are being 
mistreated.” 


An estimated 1 in 10 
Americans over age 60 
have experienced abuse. 
Victims include adults 
of all genders, races and 
incomes. The problem 
is expected to worsen 
as adults live longer and 
become more dependent on 
others for care. Alabamians 
can help protect those at 
tisk by watching for these 
warning signs: 

* Increased fear or anxi-

Memorial Day has come and gone for another year. It 
seems this year there were more words and/or actions 
directed toward actually pausing to honor the memory 
of those who gave their life so that each of us can live 
in relative peace, and voice our opinions without fear of 
prison and/or death. Yeah, we know, America is going 
through a phase of violence and general unrest at every 
level, but our belief is that things will get better — in time. 
However, it will take participation by virtually every per- 
son in this country for it to work. Little things like a local 
citizen relating a recent incident when she and her hus- 
band experienced some unknown person paying for their 
meal at a restaurant. There are incidents of that happening 
every day, even at fast food drive thru windows. “Paying 
it forward” is a wonderful way for America to uphold the 
ideals these veterans gave their life to preserve. 


Something has bothered us for years and we wonder 
just what we are missing on this issue. Law enforce- 
ment officers are called to the scene of a person talking 
about shooting himself/herself (usually a male). The law 
enforcement officer then kills the individual while admit- 
ting the person was not threatening anyone else but had 
his weapon pointed at his own brain. There are even men- 
tal experts who believe some of these folks are inviting 
the law enforcement folks to kill them (suicide by proxy). 
Whatever is happening, we don’t understand the thinking 
of the person who should be deescalating the situation 
actually shooting the individual “because he had a gun 
pointed as HIS OWN head.” No doubt opinions vary all 
across the board on this issue, but none we have heard 
meant to justify the shooting seem to fit. Yes, the officer 
stopped the suicide ..... but the person is just as dead, 
only by someone else’s hand. Reminds us of the remark 
that has been around for eons that is sort of a slap at the 
medical profession, “the operation was a success but the 
patient died.” 


Texas officials are openly talking about charging an extra

Owens Park near West 
Blocton. More than a 
dozen adults and children 
signed up for the event on 
the picturesque 100-acre 
lake with bass, crappie, 
bream and catfish. Several 
attendees found out about 
the event when the “Go 
Fish, Alabama!” trailer 
was set up at the Academy 
Sports + Outdoors location 
in Tuscaloosa on Friday. 

Kasie McKee of the 
Alabama Wildlife and 
Freshwater Fisheries 
(WFF) Division welcomed 
the participants and 
explained how “Go Fish, 
Alabama!” provides the 
knowledge to advance fish 
and wildlife conservation 
across Alabama. 

Other than fishing, the 
program attendees were 
provided instruction 
in ethics, safe fishing 
and regulations _— by 
Conservation Enforcement 
Officer Brandon Holloway, 
who explained that ethical 
anglers only keep the fish 
they need and do not waste 
fish. He said anglers should 
properly dispose of trash 
and excess bait, follow 
all applicable laws and 
regulations, practice safe 
angling and boating, respect 
the rights of other anglers 
and support conservation 
by purchasing a fishing 
license. 

Holloway covered the 
basics of safe fishing — 
always tell someone your 
fishing plans and time of 
return, keep a close eye 
on the weather, be careful 
around sharp hooks and 
other fishing tackle, and 
be sure to bring along the 
essentials like sunglasses, 
water, sunscreen, cellphone 
and personal flotation 
devices (PFD). Attendees 


were provided a copy of 
the Alabama Hunting & 
Fishing Digest for easy 
access to fish identification, 


daily length and creel 
limits. 
Next on the agenda 


was a Basic Tackle and 
Equipment 101 class taught 
by the WFF staff, which 
included Nathan Aycock 
and James and Blake 
Bamberg, who explained 
the differences of spincast, 
spinning and_baitcasting 
reels. They covered rod 
lengths, weights and 
different rod configurations. 
For beginners, the spincast 
reel is the easiest to use, 
but, as new anglers’ skills 
increase, the spinning 
and baitcasting reels can 
be used to target specific 
species of fish. The WFF 
team discussed casting 
methods that included safe 
casting by always looking 
behind you before you cast. 
They went over setting the 
drag on your reel as well as 
how to sweep the rod to set 
the hook. Attendees learned 
about how to tie a fishing 
knot, choose hook sizes to 
match the species and bring 
other tackle needed for a 
fun day of fishing. 

Justin Grider, WFF’s 
R3 Coordinator, finished 
the instruction by 
demonstrating the different 
ways to prepare fish for 
cooking, including filleting, 
skinning, gutting and 
scaling. He emphasized 
safety when using a sharp 
fillet knife and discussed 
how delicious freshly 
caught fish can be when 
cleaned and cooked 
properly. 

The next “Go Fish, 
Alabama!” event is 
scheduled for Saturday, 
June 5, at Cosby Lake Park 
at 6275 Old Springville 
Road, Pinson, Alabama.
